claimed method, as set forth in part 2, on page 52-3 of the office action dated November 28, 2008. Applicants should further elect a 
specific species for the routes of administration recited in new claim 67. Applicants should further indicate the claims that the elected 
species read on. The reply is therefore not fully responsive (See 37CFR 1.11 1).
